A long corridor in Hitler’s private apartment in the 
chancellory in Berlin is fitted on both sides with cup- 
boards, shelves, suit-rods, hat-compartments and other 

+ accommodations for his wardrobe. 


He used to wear swagger caps but came to consider them 
too jaunty and sought a more serious model. A wax head 
based on the exact dimensions of his skull was made and 
sent to the factory which manufactures his hats. Various 
styles of cap were designed, tried on the wax head and photo- 


graphed from all angles. 


Enraged At Copy Of Moustache — 


These photographs were sent Hitler, but unfortunately 
the artist vho created the wax head had given the face a 
moustache much broader than Hitler's, making him look 


more or less like Stalin’s cousin. 


Hitler was enraged, and 


ordered a careful investigation as to whether any one had 
done it deliberately, but no evidence of sabotage was found. 
The incident, however, is typical, both in the photographing 
of the caps and in Hitler’s distress over the moustache, of his| Maj..Gen. R. O. Alexander, is ap- 
extreme and overweening vanity. 


It was after this incident that Hitler forbade anyone 
in his immediate circle to wear a moustache or a beard. 
The one exception on the moustache edict was Julius

The White House, in a formal 
statement disclosing that Molotov 
had visited the United States, 
gave no additional details on a 
second front, Nor did the state- 
ment say whether the agreement 
was to open such a front or not to 
do so, 

The White House statement was 
released only a short while after 
the momentous announcement in 
London that Russia and Britain 
had signed a 20-year mutual assist- 
ance treaty. 

The President and Molotov, the 
White House said, also attained a 
“unity” of views on two other vital 
questions pertaining to their war 
efforts: 

“Measures for increasing and 
speeding up the supplies of planes, 
tanks and other kinds of war 
materials” from the United States 
to Russia, and the “fundamental 
problems of co-operation of the 
Soviet Union and the United States 
in safeguarding peace and security 
to the freedom-loving peoples after 
the war.” 

“Both sides state with satisfac- 
tion,” the statement declared, “the 
unity of their views oy all these 
questions.” 

Molotov, 52-year-old right-hand 
man of Premier Joseph Stalin, 
arrived in Washington on May 29 
and left on June 4. He now is safely 
back home, the White House said.

Czechs Declare 
Nazi Slaughter 
Dastardly Act

* LONDON, June 11.— (BUP) — 
The Czech Nationalist government 
today characterized as “the most 
dastardly German act since the 
dark ages” the Nazi slaughter of 
the entire male population of a 
town near Prague in reprisal for 
the assassination of Reinhard Hey- 
drich, 


The Nazi Gestapo leveled the town 
of Lidcice yesterday, executed 
every male and sent all the women 
to concentration camps, and carried 
the children off 
to “educa tional 
institutions.” 

It was regarded 
as the start of a 
new reign of ter- 
ror in Czecho- 
Slovakia growing 
out of the death 
of “Hangman” 
Heydrich, No. 2 
man of the Ges- 
tapo and “protec- 
tor of Bohemia 
and Moravia.” Since he was fatally 
wounded by Czech patriots two 
weeks ago, at least 328 innocent 
persons had been slain, not includ- 
ing the unknown total at Ludcice. 

Thirty-one persons were executed 
yesterday, 25 at Prague and six at 
Brunn. The known victims of the 
blood bath included at least 45 
women 

Lidcice had a population of 1,500 
to 2,000. It was near Kladno, 20 
miles west of Prague. 


OFFICIAL “REASON” 

The official reason for the brutal 
annihilation of the village and its 
people, according to Radio Prague, 
was that “traces of the perpetrators 
of Heydrich’s assassination led to 
this village and also a secret wire- 
less transmitter was found there.” 

“The name of the community 
has been extinguished,” Radio 
Berlin said. 

Allied sources felt Lidcice would 
not become a forgotten village,” as 
the Germans wished, The British 
Broadcasting Company, in a pro- 
gram beamed to the continent, said: 

This will be a stain on the name 
of Germany for generations. These 
deeds will be added to the long and 
frightful bill to be paid by the Ger- 
mans. Something on account will be 
extracted from the German people 
—perhaps tonight, perhaps tomor- 
row. And Czech airmen will be 
amongst those who will present the 
receipted bill.”

NEW ACCOUNTS OF BATTLE 


Reveal 2 Huge Jap Fleets 
Are Broken Up At Midway

New accounts of the battle 
of Midway revealed today 
that flying fortresses and 
other United States forces 
broke up two huge Japanese 
fleets, beat off an attack by 
180 enemy planes and saved 
the Hawaiian islands from 
invasion. 

Admiral Chester Nimits, com- 
mander in chief of the Pacific 
fleet, said perhaps half of the 
enemy ships were sunk or dam- 
aged in the three-day battle, 


Admiral Nimitz said thousands 
of Japanese must have perished— 


Coincidentally, Japan’s reputation 
for veracity appeared to have 
slumped even in Berlin as the Ger- 
man radio broadcast Stockholm re- 
ports discounting the Japanese 
boasts of victory in the battle of 
Midway and Tokyo hints that Jap- 
anese troops had landed in the Aleu- 
tian islands off Alaska. 


SUGGESTS TWO 
At the same trme, Japan's leading 


civilian naval expert, Masanori Ito 
gave the first authoritative suggest- 


ion from Tokyo that two Japanese 
aircraft carriers had been sunk, as 
claimed by the United States, in- 
stead of one sunk and one heavily 
damaged. Ito declared that “in view 
of the great success” of Japan's far- 
flung invasion forces “we should not 
be disappointed at the loss of two 
aircraft carriers.”

Nazis Attacking

Germany's armies and air force, 

increasing their pressure along 

the entire front, were attacking 
today at three major points:

Dispatches from the battlefronts

lantic charter, Britain and 
Russia have signed a 20-year 
mutual assistance treaty

Quota To 1943 


Now Recruited 


OTTAWA, June 11.—(CP)—Half 
the number of recruits required 
for the Canadian Active Army in 


the period Jan. 1, 1942, to March 
31, 1943, had been obtained by the 
end of May, Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie King told the house of 
commons yesterday. 

He said the number of men re. 
in this period for service 
anywhere was estimated by De- 
fence Minister Ralston at from 90,- 
000 to 100,000 men, and of that 
number more than 50,000 had enlist. 
ed by the end of May. 

“These figures show clearly that, 
at the present time, the voluntary 
system of recruitment is function- 
ing adequately,” said Mr. King 
EVEN BALANCE. 

Canada had to keep in balance the 
requirements from a limited popula- 
tion of men and women for essen. 
tial services, for food production, 
for munitions and for the forces 

“There is a limit to the numbers 
of men who c-n be drained from 
the farms and from essential ser- 
vices without paralyzing the life 
of the community,” said Mr. King, 
Speaking in support of an amend- 

ment to. the National Resources 
Mobilization act. 

An effort had been made to iden. 
tify conscription for overseas ger- 
vice in the army with a total effort 
for total war, 

“The fact that it is conscription 
for the army, rather than for the 
navy or the air force, which is made 
of a total war effort 
shows clearly that its advocates con- 
tinue to think more in the terms of 
the last war than of the present 
war.” 

EFFECTIVE USE 

The total mobilization of man- 
power meant the most effective use 
of all the mén and women available 
and had nothing whatever to do 
with the method by which mobil- 
ization was achieved 

It was evident that Canada was 
Moving toward mobilization of man- 
power. 

At the beginning of the presen: 
year some 600,000 men and women 
were engaged directly in war indus- 
try and by the end of the year the 
number would probably exceed 700,. 
000, Up to the end of May more than 
500,000 men had enlistedin the three 
armed forceg for service anywhere 
in the world and enlistments in all 
three services were continuing at 
a salisfactory rate, 

Thousands more were in home 
defence units after being called by 
the compulsory method. 

“When to these are added the 
hundreds of thousands of men who 
are necessarily employed in essential 
| heavy industry, in construction, on 
the railways, on the farms and as 
merchant sailors, it is surely appar: 
ent that Canada is rapidly moving 
towards the ‘total mobilization of 
manpower for a total war effort,’

LONDON, June 11.—(CP)—Men who built Britain's 
mighty war machine on little else than the nation’s determin- 
ation, last night received recognition in the King’s third 
«wartime birthday honors list.

CITES NASH SPEECH 

Each of the six points in the 
C.C.F. program was complementary 
to the others and each should be 
taken ag part of the whole plan.

minister of finance, 

“You will recall he emphasized 
three things,” seid Mr, Coldwell,

from his country to fight, ought to 
be worse off because he goes 
away to fight; second, that ‘no- 
body ought to be better off be- 
cause they stayed at home; and 
third, that no one in the present 
world situation should at any time 
expect te profit from the supply 
of the essential things associated 
with war, 

“Since the government is seeking 
power for the final step in the con- 

scription of manpower for overseas, 
now is the time to demand that 
these principles be put into effect.” 

Enlarging on the first point of the 
six-point program, Mir. Coldwell 
said the C.C.F. had always stressed 
that the financial system should be 
publicly-owned. 


“INSTRUMENTS OF POLICY” — 

“Honorable members will have 
noticed that one of the first con- 
trols which the government found 
it necessary to impose in this war 
was the control of foreign ex- 
change,” he said. “Banks are instru- 


ments of financial investment pol- | 
icy. It is absurd to leave any por-| 


tion of this policy in private hands 
during a crisis such as the present. 

“IT am not speaking of the 
profits made by the banks, al- 
though the nine chartered banks 
in 1941 recorded a total profit of 
more than $13,000,000. The more 
important thing, however, is the 
control of policy which should be 
exclusively in the hands of the 
government, 

“Only in this way would we be 
able to pursue a monetary policy 
which would be in harmorny with 
the needs of war production. and 
investment. In this way, too, we 
would have the full information 

about the monetary situation which 
is necessary for an_ intelligent 
policy.” 
“CONTROL CRUCIAL” 

Government control of financial 
and investment policy would be 
equally crucial to reconstruction 

after the war, 

“I hope no one will rais¢ the 
bogey about such a step as I am 
urging disrupting our war effort,” 
said Mr. Coldwell. “Banks don't 
produce anything. They couldn't 
produce a contraption which would 
shoot a pea at Hi'ler, let alone a 
gun, & tank or a plane, They can, 
however, harm our war effort by 
anti-social policies.” 

When it was necessary for the 
state to borrow it should be done 
by means of interest-free loans. 
Under the present system, the 
cry would be raised after the war 
that contractual obligations were 
sacred and the major share of the 
national income would be paid 
out in interest, 

“I declare this is immoral,” said 
Mr. Coldwell. 

“Do we promise interest in per- 
petuity to our young men whom we 
send to give their lives for this 
country and for the cause of free- 
dom?” 

SAYS NO PLAN 

There was no evidence of a com- 
prehensive plan to expand war pro- 
duction to the maximum of Cana- 
dian resources and without affect- 


ing the health, efficiency and 
morale of the Canadian people. 
“Private business has been al- 
lowed to bargain, to haggle, to 
hinder necessary expansion, te con- 
tinue to produce luxury articles re- 
quiring indispensible war materials, 
to influence our whole production 


policy by competitive considera- 
tions,” he said 

There was still far too much 
“business-as-usual’ and too mucn 


tenderness towards private interests. 
The Dumarts packing plant at Kit- 
chener, Ont., had been shut down 
because the management “has kep! 
the workers locked out beause they 
walked out for one hour in protest 
ver the unfair dismissal of two of 
their fellow-workers,” 

NEED REPRESENTATION 

It was essential that labor and 
farm organizations be represented 
on all war boards. This was a war 
for democracy and “the workers 
have no axe to grind other than the 
one needed to destroy Hitler and 
Hitlerigm.” 

Four per cent was an adequate 
return on capital invested, but huge 
profits were still being mace in 
Canada. He questioned the right 
of a private monopoly to “extort” 
a return on production for which 
it did not even have to advertise— 
production caused by a world cala- 
mity.

Truck Depots 
Are Licensed 
By New Order 


Depets handling freight for re- 
shipment by truck or other mo- 
ter vehicle will be required to be 
licensed as from June 15, accord- 
ing to an order-in-counci} passed 
by the provincial government un- 
der the Public Service Vehicles 
Act. The new regttations will 
be administered by the provincial 
Highway Traffic Board. 

It was pointed out by govern: 
ment officials that one of the pur- 
poses of the order was to obtain 
the pooling of depot and pick-up 
services to conserve gasoline and 
rubber in wartime, 

In the new regulations, “depot” is 
described as any place of business 
within any city which has a popu- 
lation in excess of 5,000 “where 
goods and/or chattles and/or ex- 
press are received for reshipmené 
to a consignee by motor vehicle.” 


$10 FEE 
The annual license fee is $10, the 
licenses expiring on March 31 each 


year. Applications for depot licenses 
must be made to the Highway 
Traffic Board. 


The order states: “Every pub- 
le service vehicle operator who 
enters inte a city where depets 
have been established shal] enly 
be allowed pick-up privileges in 
that city en condition that he reg- 
isters with one of the depots and 
that his registration has been ap- 
Proved by the Highway Traffic 
Board.” 

It is provided, however, that this 
does not apply in the case of a 
public service vehicle where the 
Owner picks up at one location a 
load equal to 75 per cent of the 
Carrying capacity of his truck, in 
accordance with the regulations of 
the highway traffic board govern- 
ing loads, based on tire equipment. 

All depots must keep complete 
records of all shipments of freight

NOT NEEDED NOW 


Premier Asks Authorization 
For Best Use Of Forces If 
Conscription Is Necessary

OTTAWA, June 11.—(CP)—Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King yesterday told the House of Commons that conscrip- 
tion for overseas is not necessary at the present time and 
may never be necessary, but asked authorization for the gov- 
ernment to place Canada’s armed forces to the best advant- 
age even if compulsory overseas service is involved. 


Excerpts From 
King Speech 


OTTAWA, June 11.—(CP‘—Ex- 
cerpts from Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie King’s address in the House 


of Commons Wednesday on the bill 
amending the National Resources 
Mobilization Act: 


“The adoption of the amend- 
ment clearly does not mean the 
adoption of any new principle 
with respect to the method of 
raising men for military service.” 
“The government does not be- 
lieve that, to serve that end (defeat 
of the enemy overseas), conscrip- 
tion for overseas service is neces- 
sary at the present time. Moreover, 
it may never become necessary.” 
“If the bill is amended as pro- 
posed, it is not the intention of 
the government to resort to con- 
scription for service overseas un- 
legs circumstances should arise 
which would render the use of 
compulsion imperative. 
“The National Resources 
{zation Act, as it stands, is not man- 
datory but enabling legislation, and 
+. . if amended as proposed, it will 
continue to be enabling legislation.” 


“It has been said that once the 
amendment is adopted the decision 
respective conscription for overseas 
service will rest solely with the 
military authorities. I wish to make 
it wholly clear... the decision will 
be the decision of the cabinet.” 

“The Government's policy with 
respect to conscription for over- 
seas service... . may be described 
as ‘nof necessarily conscription 
but conscription if necessary’.” 

“Controversy over the question 
of conscription has, I believe, ob- 
scured the magnitude and balanced 
nature of Canada’s war effort.” 
Unless the controversy can be 
ended it will, I believe, impair the 
efficiency of our war effort.”

Hanson Speech 


OTTAWA, June 11, — (CP) —

“I appeal to the government to

Integration of these two produc- 
tions will speed up the output by 
eliminating duplication, standardiz- 
ing equipment for interchangeable 
use and making every piece of 
equipment count. For instance, ar 
ample supply of spare parts is a 
vital necessity in aerial and tank 
warfare. Undoubtedly ways will be 
found to make some airplane and 
tank parts interchangeable. 

In the matter of airplanes it 
will be possible, if that course is 
decided upon, for the United 
States ‘to concentrate on big 
bombers, the most powerful in 
the world, while Britain turns the 
bulk of her capacity to the effi- 
cient fighters for which she is 
noted. 


The American bombers can be 
flown to Britain, thus releasing 
much valuable shipping space which 
would otherwise be devoted to 
fighters, 

In her thousand-plane raids on 
Germany, Britain has shown what 
can be done in an air offensive 
When the combined air forces ge: 
into action, it is not unreasonable 
to expect that Germany may be bat- 
tered to her knees, so that the final 
land invasion will be mainly a 
mopping-up operation. In this sense, 
the war actually may be won from 
the air. 


AXIS IS JITTERY 


There is no doubt that the Axis 
is getting jittery over the prospect, 
Htiler especially. The present tone 


of Japanese propaganda indicates 
that Japan, too, is slightly uneasy. 

However, the magnitude of the 
task ahead cannot be minimized. 
The Allies are obliged to scatter 
their ships, planes and men over 
every vontinent and every ocean, 
while the Axis is fighting for the 
most part on shorter interior lines. 

The dispatch of a United States 
naval force to Britain is an en- 
couraging sign in one respect. Co- 
cern has been expressed over the 
ability of the United States’ “one 
Ocean” navy to carry out the 
terrific task imposed on it. 

American warships are matched 
in the Pacific against a formidable 
Japanese fleet. They are guarding 
Hawaii, the shores of Australia and 
the supply line of the south Pacific. 
They are guarding the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts of the United States, 
the Carilgbean and the Panama 
canal, as well as Alaska. 

They are on convoy duty in the 
north and séuth Atlantic and on 
the Arctic route to Russia. They are 
in the Mediterranean and Indian 
Ocean.

OTTAWA, June 11.— Though 

Canada is not represented at the 
top level in the new joint produc- 
tion board and food board set up 
in Washington by Britain and the 
United States, this Dominion is an 
important partner both in muni- 
tions and food production plans of 
the United Nations. 

An authorized source discussed 
Canada’s position today with the 
comment; “These new boards do not 
fill a vacuum and we can expect 
that existing machinery of co- 
ordination will continue.” 

Canada's food production plans, 
geared to special British and home 
needs have already been co-ordi- 
nated in many important phases 
with the U.S. production plans.

FILL BRITISH ORDERS 

But Canada’s: primary program is 
to fill British orders, and these or- 
ders remain undisturbed by British- 
American action in developing joint 
food plans.

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A New Field? 


Oil in commercial quantities is report- 
ed to have been struck in the Ram River 
borings, west of Red Deer. If tests con- 
firm the supposition, the find will be im- 
portant not only because increased output 
is in prospect at a.time when oil is in keen 
demand, but because a new field will be 
opened up, and also because encourage- 
ment will be given to the search for other 
deposits farther north in the foot-hill 
country. 

The newly-found oil is said to possess 
lubricating qualities not found in that 
from wells in other parts of the province. 
This would make the discovery peculiarly 
valuable. The Axis powers, it is said, need 
supplies from the Caucasus not so much 
for fuel as for lubrication, Hitler’s tanks 
having been stalled last winter in Russia 
partly because the lubricant in use solidi- 
fied in the low temperatures. A supply 
here of similar oil in quantity would be of 
great importance to the operation of 
planes and ground vehicles in the west and 
the north, for purposes of war and peace. 


The Treatment Of Prisoners 


The Swiss Government, which is act- 
ing as go-between, reports that Canadian 
women prisoners in Japan have been re- 
leased, following assurances given there 
that Japanese women have not been in- 
terned in Canada. If Canadian male pri- 
soners in Japan are also to be treated as 
Japanese male prisoners are treated here, 
there should be no further reports of hard- 
ships deliberately imposed upon them. 

Canadian authorities have gone the 
limit, and incurred some popular criticism, 
in mild treatment of Japanese “nationals” 
of both sexes. This should be made plain 
to the Japanese authorities, in hope that 
they will reciprocate. Whether they do or 
not, it can be said that Canada has given 
them no cause and no excuse to mis-use 
any Canadians who have fallen into their 
power. This humane treatment will of 
course be continued, unless Tokyo should 
invite reprisals—the possibility of which 
should also be called to official attention 
there. 

Even the bureaucrats must know that 
there are limits beyond which public au- 
thorities cannot go in resisting a clamor 
for “an eye for an eye’. That such a clam- 
or should arise in Canada is not impossible 
unless Canadian prisoners in Japan are 
dealt with fairly, 


Another Victory Of The Kind 


Tokyo has finally admitted that it has 
heard about some sea-air fighting having 
taken place in the vicinity of Midway is- 
land, But a reader who was not familiar 
with the Tokyo method of dealing with 
facts would not suppose the official an- 
nouncement referred to the same battle 
about which Washington has _ given out 
some particulars, 

The Tokyo version is a reversal of the 
Washington statements, in so far as it 


touches on the losses of ships and planes. * 


According to it, the battle was a victory 
for the Japanese, achieved without very 
considerable cost, and moderately severe 
in the destruction of Allied forces. ‘ 

The announcement recalls another is- 
sued a few weeks ago from the same 
source, dealing with the engagement in the 
Coral Sea. The two resemble each other 
closely enough to reveal that the official 
imagination has limitation in matters of 
detail, though expansive enough in pic- 
turing the supposed general results. It is 
almost obvious that the same man made 
up the two reports. His stock maxim ap- 
pears to be that wherever a fight occurs, 
and whichever side gets the worst of it, 
Japan always achieves a victory. 

It will be recalled also that the great 
Japanese “victory” in the Coral Sea was 
followed by the abandonment of the at- 
tempt to invade Australia, the withdrawal 
of Japanese surface ships from the South 
Pacific, and the inception of a sneak-boat 
campaign against merchant ships in Aus- 
tralian waters. If the same results follow 
the affair off Midway, the Tokyo explain- 
er will have to do some fast talking to keep 
intelligent Japanese from wondering what 
comes of winning a “victory”. 


The Undersea War 


About 250, perhaps more, Allied mer- 
chant ships have been sunk in the Atlantic 
since the United States entered: the war. 
More, how many is not known, have been 
sunk in Arctic waters around Norway; 
others in the Pacific, the Indian ocean, the 
Bay of Bengal, and the Mediterranean. The 
total in all these areas has probably been 
350—-possibly 400—in a period of six 
months. 

While the shipyards in Britain, the 
United States and Canada are humming 
with feverish activity, they are not turn- 
ing out new ships at that rate. The sink- 
ings out-number the launchings. That is 
the sinister fact. If it has not been offi- 
cially announced, neither has it been offi- 
cially denied; and it has been stated in 
semi-official quarters on both sides of the 
Atlantic. b 

Munitions are piling up on docks in the 
United States because there are not ships 
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We 


to carry them away. These munitions are 
needed now in Britain, in Russia, in the 
Middle East and in the Far East. The 
“bottleneck” now is not in production but 
in transportation. The goods cannot be 
delivered where they are required. 

This is not a cheerful picture. Nor is 
it relieved very much by remembering that 
German ships, Italian ships and Japanese 
ships are also being sunk, in numbers 
quite as large in proportion. Merchant ship- 
ping is not as vital to Germany and Italy 
as it is to the Allies, though it is quite as 
vital to Japan. 

Faster production might change this 
picture a few months from now. But it 
might not, and if it did so the cost would 
be terrific, for replacement ships have to 
be paid for. Along with the speeding of 
construction of carriers will have to go a 
speeding up in the destruction of enemy 
submarines. That and only that can with 


certainty break the transportation dead-. 


lock, 

The Allied naval men are facing no 
more Serious problem, and none more dif: 
ficult, than that of winning the undersea 
war. They will do it, by what mechanisms

The cause of this protest is the 
antics of one Thomas L. Church, 
M.P., in the House of Commons 
on Tuesday,

himself on Tuesday when he 
managed to waste a good deal of 
the House’s time on fatuous ful- 
minations against Canada’s “lack 
of a foreign policy.”

imperial efficiency in the war. 
Even that is doubtful since im- 
perial liaison work is so close and 
constant. 

But the majority of the Cana- 
dian. people would not stand for 
it for a moment. , 


Discouraged 


Mr. Church says he is discour- 
aged over the fact that Australia 
and New Zealand have had to 
SpHpas to the United States for 
help. He infers that this alleged- 
ly shameful situation is due to 
the failure to establish an Im- 
perial War Cabinet, 

The connection is not at all 
clear. Just how an Imperial War 
Cabinet would have increased 
the Empire's ability to defend 
these two dominions, Mr. Church 
does not attempt to explain. 

What Mr. Church apparently 
does not know is that there was 
and is a very clear understanding 
between Mr. Churchill and Mr. 
Roosevelt over the matter of 
Pacific defences, 

As long ago as the time of the 
formulation of the Atlantic 
Charter, Mr. Churchill and Mr, 
Roosevelt agreed between them- 
selves that the defence of the 
entire Pacific area would have to 
rest in the hands of the United 
States, 

Even the fate of Singapore, it 
was understood, would depend 
upon the American position and 
the ability of the United States, 
politically and militarily, to 
throw her forces into that area. 


Everbody seems to know 
about this but Mr. Church.

It is part of the price of de-

Edmonton is and will continue 
to be one of the strategic air cen- 
tres of the world. As such, our 
main airport must be kept clear 
for heavy through traffic from 
the north, south, east and west, 
For the duration of the war it 
must be kept clear for air traffic 
to and from Alaska. Battle with 
the enemy has been joined; and 
Alaska and the Aleutian Islands 
are our closest point of contact 
with the enemy, 

Edmonton is on the direct route 
to the nearest battlefield, and her 
air facilities must be kept clear 
for this most important action. 
And yet this is an ideal location 
for a training centre, It is rumor- 
ed that No, 16 Elementary Train- 
ing School is being forced to 
move away to make room for the 
other aircraft using the main Ed- 
monton airport, This is to be re- 
gretted as their record has been 
one of the best jin the history of 
elementary flying training. 

Such a strategic air centre 
needs more than one airport. One 
airport is too vulnerable to at- 
tack and does not permit air 
operations on the scale that will 
be demanded of Edmonton in the 
near future, 

Our city ‘council and airport 
managers should begin to press 
immediately for two more air- 
dromes to be levelled and run- 
ways paved in this vicinity.

Annual Meeting Of The 
First Church Of Christ, 


Scientist, 


BOSTON, Mass., June 11.—The 
great task now confronting a lib- 
erated America, which more than 
three-quarters of a century ago 
fought a four-years war to free 
the slaves, is to aid in working 
out the freedom of the whole 
world from slavery, The Christian 
Science Board of Directors told 
several thousand Christian Scl- 
entists gathered in annual meet- 
ing in Boston, 

Declaring that this would be the 
sentiment expressed by the Na- 
tion's martyred President, Albra- 
ham Lincoln, were he here today, 
the directors pointed out that 
“through the ages tyrants have 
endeavored to govern and control 
men by engendering fear,” and 
quoting from Mary Baker Eddy’s 
work, “Miscellany” (p. 191), they 
further say, “Persecution is the 
weakness of tyrants engendered by 
their fear, and love will cast it 
out,” 

The directors’ statement was the 
high light of the annual meeting of 


the Mother Church, the First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, in 
Boston, Massachusetts, which an- 


nually draws thousands of visitors 
to the Hub City ‘from all parts of 
the world. This year, however, the 
audience was more localized due to 
unprecedented world conditions 
that keynoted most of the reports 
to the meeting. The directors em- 
phasized the world-wide emergency 
as presaging a more. universal 
turning to spiritual enlightenment 
as the pathway to future world 
peace. 


UNION FORSEEN 

Meeting in their Mother Church 
under the world-enveloping shad- 
ow of what is probably the gravest 
threat to political and religious 


freedom since the advent of Chris- 
tianity, the visitors were reminded 
in a report by the Christian 
Science Board of Lectureship that 
the union of Britain and America 
was forseen forty-four years ago 
by Mary Baker Eddy, Discoverer 
and Founder of Christian Science, 
as the instrument through which 
the rights of free peoples every- 
where might be permanently es- 
tablished and protected. 

This welding together of the 
two great democracies, under the 
impact of an international crisis, 
said the lecture board, is the con- 
summation of the fond hopes of all 
Christian Scientists. The board al- 
luded_ specifically to a poem 
written in 1808 by the leader of 
this world-wide religious move- 
ment, Mrs, Eddy, which reads in 
part as follows: 

“Brave Britain, blest America! 
Unite your battle-plan; 
Victorious, all who live {t— 
The love for God and Man.” 
Other prophetic statements of 

Mrs. Eddy foretelling the troublous 
times of today and giving assur- 
ance that the forces of right would 
inevitably win the day were cited 
by the board of directors. Particu- 
larly pertinent to the times was 
this one; 


KEYNOTE OF FREEDOM 

“The voice of God in behalf of 
the African slave was still echoing 
in our land, when the voice of the 
herald of this new crusade sounded 
the keynote of universal freedom, 
asking a fuller acknowledgment of 
the rights of man as a Son of God, 
demanding that the fetters of sin, 
sickness, and death be stricken 
from the human mind and that its 
freedom be won, not through hu- 
tan warfare. not with bayonet and 
blood, but through Christ's divine 
Science, 

“God has built a higher platform 
of human rights, and Hg has built 
it on diviner claims. These claims 
are not made through code or 
creed, but in demonstration of ‘on 
earth peace, good-will toward 
men'" (Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures, p. 226). 

The directors also announced the 
election of Mrs, Elisabeth F. Nore 
wood of Brookline, Mass., as. presi- 
dent of the Mother Church for the 
ensuing year. The chief duty of 
the president is to preside at the 
annual meeting. 

The new president is the daugh- 
ter of Isaac Paul Gragg, who serv- 
ed throughout the Civil War and 
was given the rank of captain by 
Brevet for gallant and meritorious 
services. Her mother, Mrs, Eldora 
O. Gragg, C.S.D.. was one of 12 
students of Mrs. Eddy’s chosen by 
her to form the Mother Church. 
She was also the first woman 
reader in the church.

bury, Mass., and received her early 
education in the Girls Latin School 
of Boston and in private schools. 
She was a member of the Normal 
Class of the Board of Education of 
the Massachusetts Metaphysical 
College in 1922, thus becoming a 
teacher of Christian Science. She 
also served as Second Reader in 
the Mother Church from June, 
1929, to June, 1932. 

To the incoming president the 
times appeared to constitute a 
challenge to Christian Scientists 
to face unflinchingly “a duty 
beyond anything they have ever 
before been called upon to face.” 
Yet in the face of this duty, she 
said, there is the authority of the 
Bible that “‘the Lord’s hand is 
not shortened that i cannot 
save’” and that “Christ’s Chris- 
tianity will free mankind from 
the bondage in which it is being 
held.” 


With this comforting assurance, 
the incoming president appraised 
world conditions in the light of an- 
other Red Sea of human doubts 
and fears through which mankind 
must-be guided to higher spiritual 
ground by the power of divine in- 
telligence, It is true, she said, that 
it seems necessary in the present- 
day conflict to resort to human 
means and methods against evil 
aggressors, yet the march forward 
can be taken safely and with con- 
fidence by putting on the breast- 
piste of righteousness, the armor

HEALING CHRIST 18 HERE 

John Randall Dunn, retiring 
president, also referred to the 
times as an opportunity to prove 


that “the healing Christ is here, 
and that the light of Truth not 
only banishes the darkness of dis- 
ease and sin, but can nullify all 
the hypnotic suggestions of the 
carnal mind, which seem to be 
working such mischief among the 
sons of men.” 

From the pages of Scriptures 
and from the Christian Science 
textbook, Mr. Dunn cited many 
passages promising the victory of 
right over evil in no uncertain 
terms. 

The report of the Board of Lec- 
tureship, read by Gavin W. Allan, 
referred to the recent statement of 
Winston Churchill, Prime Minister 
of Great Britain, “Never in the 
field of human conflict was so 
much owed by so many to so few,” 
as a perfect phrasing. But lifting 
this phrasing out of the setting of 
war, the board felt that it could 
aptly apply to Mrs. Eddy and her 
small group of followers who, a 
half-century or more ago, worked 
for the establishment of a vision 
that sought to bless all mankind. 


RESURRECTION ASSURED 


Today the board found that the 
establishment of Christian Science 
in some countries was being lim- 
ited by the dictators, that some 
churches and institutions were 
being closed and confiscated. “But 
wherever multitudes of plain peo- 
ple in ordinary, everyday living 
cherish and practice the truths of 
their religion,” the board said, “its 
resurrection is assured.” 


Arthur W. Eckman, manager of 
Committees on Publication, re- 
ported that service in the armed 
forces te bringing, many young 
men closer te Christian Science 
because of its adaptability to 
their immediate problems, The 
radio continues to minister the 
healing truth to an ever-widen- 
ing audience, said Mr. Eckman, 
and is bearing in growing mea- 
sure the frultage of physical 
healings. 

The frequent reports of increas- 
ing wartime interest in religion as 
the streams of dependence upon 
material systems run low were ac- 
centuated by the announcement of 
the Trustees of the Christian Sci- 
ence Publishing Society that the 
Sales of Bibles this year “are the 
largest in the history of the Pub- 
lishing Society.” Increased circula- 
tion of the Christian Science Jour- 
nal, the Christian Science Sentinel 
and the Christian Science Monitor 
was also reported for the last 12 
months. Literature of the Society 
was said still to be going to many 
parts of the world, arriving some- 
times on delayed schedules, but 
nevertheless reaching Switzerland, 
Unoccupied France, Spain, Portu- 
gal, all parts of Africa, Australia. 
the British Isles, South America, 
New Zealand, India and Ceylon.

Therefore the United States !s 
quietly planning the largest inter- 
national economic experiment in 
history, on which the hopes of the 
world may well hang. It envisages 
an international organization 
which, in effect, would underwrite 
the worlds prosperity and protect 
a)l the weaker nations from ruin. 

Under this plan the larger of 
the United Nations — the United 
Siates, the British Commonwealth, 
Russia, China, the Dutch Empire— 
would establish a joint loaning com- 
mittee, with an international bank 
to do its bookkeeping. The capital 
of thie organization would be sup- 
plied by the great nations accord- 
ing to their resources, the largest 
part of it by the United States. 


Then every nation which 
would accept the scheme woild 
be guaranteed a certain part of 
the worlds trade and income. 
For example, it might be agreed 
that Brazil required exports of 
a certain amount to maintain a 
dece™t prosperity. WW Brazil 
could show that it had sought to 
secure trade by ordinary means, 
had been reasonable in fixing 
tariffs and still could not secure 
enough of other nations’ goods, 
the international organization 
would loan Brazil what it needed,

Arriving in Munich mad with 
pain and fever, Schreck drank 
cognac trying to find some relief, 
went into a delirium, was taken 
to hospital and subsequently died 
of the infection. Hitler wept bit- 
terly at his death.

States naval forces at Midway and 
Dutch Harbor. 

| The two enemy armadas ap- 
proached Midway on June 3, with a 
train of transports striking from the 
west while a powerful battle squad- 
ron steamed up from another direc- 
tion. 

U.S. GETS IN FIRST BLOW 

Eye-witness reports by fliers in- 
dicated there were about 20 ships 
in the transport force and “some 20 
to 25 ships’ in the battle squadron, 

Getting in the first decisive blow, 
United States army bombers made 
first contact with the enemy far 
west of Midway on the afternoon of 
June 3. This was apparently the 
Japanese transport column, 

In medium altitude attacks, the 
army planes hit and set fire to a 
Japanese cruiser or battleship and 
also left a transport and a des- 
troyer in flames. 

The following morning, June 4, 
marine dive bombers and army fly- 
ing fortresses smashed at the Jap- 
anese battle fleet 150 miles off Mid- 


| way and inflicted heavy damage on 


the enemy, Full details have not 
yet beer released. 

At least 180 Japanese planes from 
carriers attacked Midway with 
heavy demolition bombs for 38 min- 
utes but did not bomb the runways, 
apparently expecting to capture the 
island and use it as an air base for 
attacks on the Hawaiian Island 1,200 
miles to the southeast. 

American planes which had been 
roving far out to sea attacking the 
Japanese fleet returned to Midway 
shortly after the enemy air raiders 
withdrew. 

“This was the critical period of 
the entire battle for our land- 
based air force,” said Brig.-Gen. 
Willis Hale, commander of the

At firet all 
small children suck up the tooth- 
paste put on the tiny brush, se it | 
is well te choose a fine powder 
Or an innocuous dentifrice, or to | 
use salt or soda as a wash. The 
lege attractive it tastes the lese 
will go down the stomach and the 
more there will be left to mas- 
sage the teeth. 

Children should be taught all the 
scrubbing motions for good tooth 
cleansing, the up-and-down, as well 
as the crosswise motion, the atten- 
tion to the rear molars as well as 
to the shining front teeth, 

Since children have a predomin- 
antly soft diet it is a good idea to 


It gives them good and needed ex- 
ercise. 

Occasionally, either because of 
deficient diets or lack of care, a 
child's teeth may develop a line of 
green along the top of the tooth, or 
dark spots because of fluorine in 
the drinking water. If these lines 
or spots defy ordinary tooth-brush- 
ing they should be removed by the 
dentist who will offer advice on 
methods of prevention. 

There is little excuse these days 
for letting children go through life 
with ugly, mis-shapen teeth. Some- 
times, we are hard put to know— 
other than heredity — why some 
teeth are straight and even, despite 
seemingly inferjor diets and why 
Other children have ugly teeth, des- 
pite good care and good food. The 
ability of the individual system to 
extract building materials from the 
diet would seem to vary so that} 
teeth may be deprived of their min- 
eral supplies though the diet be rich 
with minerals, 

There is little question but that 
good and sound teeth add greatly to 
one’s beauty, so that to encourage 
the habit of cleaning the teeth thor- 
oughly, to take the child to the den- 
tist every six months fer checkups 
and provide the services of an or- 
thodontist when the teeth need 
straightening are duties the mother 
must shoulder. 

Everything which adds to the 
good looks, the contentment and 
self-esteem of a child must be part 
of his mother's obligations.

Most of the patients consulting @ 
doctor complain of weakness, thus | 
confessing to a lack of strength. In 
many instances this weakness 's 
the’ result of disease and will only | 
disappear when the underlying 
disease process is corrected. How- 
ever, there are many other cases in 
which no disease can be found and 
even the most careful physical 
examination will disclose no organic 
basis for the lack of strength. 

Today's article will discuss the 
problems arising in cases of the 
second type. A patient in this group 
who wishes to increase his strength | 
will usually find that he has several 
habits of living which are “not 
good” and which must be changed, 
before he will enjoy an abundance 
of atrength. 

If you are in this group, then 
vigorous physical culture exercises 
must be taken each day, if you 
desire the addition of muscular 
strength, A muscle grows 11 
Strength and endurance only as it 
is used. An excess of rest will re- 
duce your strength and can not be 
expected to yield any lasting im- 
provement. The necessary exercises | 
may be secured through calisthenics 
or by taking up some sport which 
brings about increased develop- | 
ment of the muscular system. Long 
walks are also recommended. | 

These walks must be taken daily | 
in order to get good results and the | 
distance must be increased until 
you are walking four or five miles. 
Keep a record of the number of 
miles you walk each day and see) 
to it that every month of your life 
you cover a distance of at least 100 
miles 

Those who are longing for| 
strength often overlook the fact that | 
real endurance will come only from 
the use of exercises which build 
vitality through systematic repeti- 
tion. The prize fighter who must 
rely upon endurance to carry him | 
through a long fight, must do the 
necessary road-work which will | 
build endurance of the legs. The 
fighter learns that his legs grow 
stronger by jogging along a road, 
not by sitting in an easy chair. 

The person whose goal is the 
building of strength must work for 
strength just as persistently as the 
fighter. If only one hour a day 
can be spent in exercising for 
strength, the one exercise which 
will be the most beneficial is walk- 
ing. There is something almost 
magical in the strength and vitality 
which can be developed in an 
hour's walk. To those of you who 
wish to build greater strength, so 
that you may enjoy increased power 
every moment of your walking day, 
I strongly advise that you secure 
that strength by walking 

Start by walking for 15 minutes | 
the first day. Each day thereafter, 
walk for 1 minute longer. Follow 
this plan and you will not become | 
exhausted and the increase in time 
and distance will be so gradual that 
you will be eager to walk farther | 
each day. Stick to the one minute 
a day increase and in 45 days you 
will be walking from three to four 
miles and will feel full of pep at 
the finish. | 

If you feel that you are “all run | 
down” you will find the walking 
will “wind you up” in a short time
